The President’s Father-In-Law. 


BRIEF SKETCH OF MR. DENT AND IHS FAMILY. 
Mr. Dent's life has been a 
remarkable 
one, anil be bas been a conspicuous char­ 
acter. 
Ile was born In Cumberland, Mary­ 
land, in 178C, ten years after tho signing of 
tho declaration of independence, and was the 
first white child born in that town. 
Ile prob­ 
ably had a better knowledge of Die old fami­ 
lies in Hie United States than any man living, 
as bis acquaintance ii more extensive. 
Ile 
was a merchant by occupation, and twice ev­ 
ery year, while In Pittsburg or St. Louis,made 
an extensive tour of collection, and thus made 
bls large acquaintance with the people of the 
country. 
He was married in Pittsburg to 
Miss Wrenshaw, the daughter of a Methodist 
preacher, who during lier life was honored 
aud loved by all. 
She died in 1S57, having 
been Hie motlier of nine children, seven of 
whom are still living, a? follows: John Dent, 
uow in New Mexico; George W. Dent, San 
Francisco; Frederic® T. Dent, of the regular 
army, now with Ins company at New London; 
Louis Dent, Washington; Mrs. Grant, wife of 
the president; Mrs. Sharp, wife of the United 
States marshal for the District of Columbia, 
aud Mrs. Casey, the youngest, of New Or 
leans. 
Mr. Dent was always a very rigid and ag­ 
gressive democrat, taking his political nour­ 
ishment from the Tom Benton-Jackson school. 
He has not now and never has hail any sym­ 
pathy with the republican party, and has fre­ 
quently assailed the president for ids radical­ 
ism. 
Since his son-in-law became general in 
the armies, Mr. Dent has brim a member of 
his household, whether in Washington or bete. 
He never made any concealment of his poli­ 
tics. and it was a common habit with him, iii 
a good natured way, to abuse the republican 
senators and members who called ot. the 
president in Washington. 
His wras a famil­ 
iar face in the lobbies of Hie executive man­ 
sion, and he did much to relieve the tedium 
of those who were compelled to walt to see 
the president. 
Although sometimes petulant, 
lie was generally much respected by those 
who had frequent occasion to visit the White 
House. 
Between Mrs. Grant and lier father 
there have always existed Hie warmest ami 
tenderest ties. 
Ile has been lier companion 
oftener than any oilier in lier drives in Wash­ 
ington and here. 
I ii 1818, uflcr his marriage, 
Mr. Dent returned lo St. Louis, where accu­ 
mulated considerable property, and where lie 
continued to live until he took lip his abode 
with General Grant.

Zachary Taylor’* G rate. 


Of the present condition of the surround­ 
ings of the grave of the late President Zach­ 
ary Taylor, the Louisville Conricr-Joumnl 
says: “Between five or six miles from this 
city, on an obscure neighborhood road, a quar­ 
ter of a mile from the Brownsboro road, rest 
the remains of the twelfth President of the 
United States—Zachary Taylor. 
Th • grave Is 
situated In the northeast corner of the Taylor 
farm, and it is mortifying to relate that it is 
in a sadly neglected condition, underbrush, 
weeds, and Bliaut-is trees rendering it very 
j ditticult of acct**.*. 
No monument has ever 
I been erected to Geu. Taylor'* memory. 
The 
I remains lie in a plain vault built in the ride of 
a hill, with a marble slab over the d<*or bear­ 
ing the inscrijitiou: 
Z. Taylor, 
Born Nov. i i . 1781; 
Died July 9, i860. 
The services rendered by this brave, good­ 
natured old sodier deserve monumental recog­ 
nition. 
A gentleman who recently visited the 
grave said to a reporter of this palier: “As I 
stood there with head uncovered, my mind re­ 
verted to lioybood days, and I remembered a 
solemn funeral cortege at Philadelphia, the 
city iii mourning, public buildings and private 
residences draped iii block, a hush over all 
the oily, amines* depicted iu every face, for 
great, brave old Gen. Taylor was dead. 
The 
whole nation, iii fact, mourned his la s.— 
Twenty-three years after this I find myself af 
Iii* grave near louisville, and am impretsed 
w Uh the fact that Hie nation's dead ure coon 
forgotten.' 
The place does, Indeed, ajqieur 
forgotten. 
A stone wall incloses tho little 
graveyard, and a rusty and unused iron gate 
frowns ujmiii the visitor. 
It evidently las nut 
been o|ieiied for years. 
Col. Richard Taylor 
is buried to the right of Gen. Taylor. 
An ol>- 
elisk, eighteen feet high is erected over his 
grave, hearing the inscription: ‘Col. Richard 
Taylor, a soldier of the Revolutionary war, 
and a native or Orange County, Virginia; 
born April 3, 1744: died Jan 19, IbT.).’ Col. 
Taylor came to this Stale while his son, Zach­ 
ary, was an bliaut, and settled «m the planta­ 
tion where he is now buried."

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The President’s Father-In-Law. 


BRIEF SKETCH OF MR. DENT AND HIS FAMILY. 
Mr. Dent’s life has been a remarkable 
one, and he has been a conspicuous char­ 
acter. 
He was born in Cumberland, Mary­ 
land, in 1786, ten years after the signing of 
the declaration of independence, and was the 
first white child born in that town. 
He prob­ 
ably had a better knowledge of the old fami­ 
lies in the United States than any man living, 
as bis acquaintance is more extensive. 
He 
was a merchant by occupation, and twice ev­ 
ery year, while in Pittsburg or St. Louis,made 
au extensive tour of collection, and thus made 
his large acquaintance with the people of the 
country. 
He wa3 married in Pittsburg to 
Miss \Vreii3haw, the daughter of a Methodist 
preacher, who during her life was honored 
and loved by all. She died in 1857, having 
been the mother of nine children, seven of 
whom are still living, as follows: Johu Dent, 
now in New Mexico; George W. Deut, San 
Francisco; Frederice T. Dent, of the regular 
army, now with his company at New London; 
Louis Dent, Washington; Mrs. Grant, wife of 
the president; Mrs. Sharp, wife of the United 
States marshal for the District of Columbia, 
aud Mrs. Casey, the youngest, of New Or­ 
leans. 
Mr. Dent was always a very rigid and ag­ 
gressive democrat, taking his political nour­ 
ishment from the Tom Benton-Jackson school. 
He has not now and never has had any sym­ 
pathy with the republican party, and has fre­ 
quently assailed the president for his radical­ 
ism. Since his'son-in-law became general in 
the armies, Mr. Dent has been a member of 
his household, whether in Washington or hece. 
He never made any concealment of his poli­ 
tics, and it was a common habit with him, in 
a good natured way, to abuse the republican 
senators and members who called on the 
president in Washington. 
His was a famil- 
iar face in the lobbies of the executive man­ 
sion, and he did much to relieve the tedium 
of those who were compelled to wait to see 
the president. 
Although sometimes petulant, 
he was generally much respected by those 
who had frequent occasion to visit the White 
House. 
Between Mrs. Grant and her father 
there have always existed the warmest and 
tenderest ties. 
lie has been her companion 
oftener than any other in her drives in Wash­ 
ington and here. 
In 1SI8, after bis marriage, 
Mr. Dent returned to St. Louis, where accu­ 
mulated considerable property, and where lie 
continued to live until he took up his abode 
with General Grant. 


Zachary Taylor’s Grave. 
Of the present condition of the surround­ 
ings of the grave of the laic President Zach­ 
ary Taylor, the Louisville Conrier-Journal 
says: “Between five or six miles from this 
city, on an obscure neighborhood road, a quar­ 
ter of a mile from the Erownsboro road, rest 
the remains of the twelfth President of the 
United States—Zachary Taylor. 
Th ■ grave is 
situated in the northeast corner of the Taylor 
farm, and it is mortifying to relate that it is 
in a sadly neglected condition, underbrush, 
weeds, and ailantus trees rendering it very 
difficult of access. 
No monument has ever 
been erected to Gen. Taylor's memory. The 
remains lie in a plain vault built in the side of 
a hill, with a marble slab over the door bear­ 
ing the inscription: 
Z. Taylor, 
Bom Nov. 24, 1784; 
Died July 9, 1850. 
The services rendered by this brave, good- 
natured old sodier deserve monumental recog­ 
nition. 
A gentleman who recently visited the 
grave said to a reporter of this paper: “As I 
stood there with head uncovered, my mind re­ 
verted to boyhood days, and I remembered a 
solemn funeral cortege at Philadelphia, the 
city in mourning, public buildings and private 
residences draped in black, a hush over all 
the ci'.y, sadness depicted in every face, for 
great, brave old Gen. Taylor was dead. The 
whole nation, in fuct, mourned his loss.— 
Twenty-three years after this I find myself at 
liia grave near Louisville, and am impressed 
with the fact that the nation's dead are soon 
forgotten.’ The place does, indeed, appear 
forgotten. 
A stone wall incloses the little 
graveyard, and a rusty and unused iron gate 
frowns upon the visitor. 
It evidently lias not 
been opened for years. 
Col. Richard Taylor 
is buried to the right of Gen. Taylor. 
An ob­ 
elisk, eighteen feet high is erected over his 
grave, hearing the inscription: ‘Col. Richard 
Taylor, a soldier of the Revolutionary war, 
and a nativo or Orange County, Virginia; 
born April 3, 1744; died Jan 19, 1829.’ Col. 
Taylor came to this State while his son, Zach­ 
ary, was an infant, and settled on the planta­ 
tion where he Is now buried.”

Memphis, August 24.—The steamer Julia 
arrived hero about ll o’clock to-day, bringing 
most of the survivor* of Hie George Wolfe, 
among them Capt. Henry S. Carter, lier com­ 
mander, who was considerably bruised about 
tho head and bad hi* left leg also badly 
braised. Capt. Carter states that a short lime 
before tho explosion he had gone to hi* room

.-r. Lons. August 23. 
Judge Calvin of tiro 
C unt of Criminal Correction to day rendered 
a decision la tbe cure of W. G. Ehmt against 
Kate Clark for keeping a disroput tile bona1, 
which was argued on ki-t Saturday and in 
which wa* Involved the question of the cou­ 
rt!! ut iouality of the social evil ordinance, now 
In force here. 
Toe Judge decide* that tbe 
provisions of this ordinance are diametrically 
opposed lo tho slate law andor which this 
pro-©cation is had aud that th • amendment 
to the city charter permitting the City Council 
to regulate prostitution wa* a special act ap- 
l lying only to bt. Louis aud therefore uncon­ 
stitutional, Inasmuch uh that instrument pro­ 
vide* that the General Assembly chal! pass no 
special law iii any case in which pro­ 
vision coaid be made by a general law. 
The Judge says further; It i> a special law 
in its application to but one sex and not lo 
both sexes. In this It is against the spirit of 
the bill; of right til© law shout I operate uni- 
forinly. Tbe offeusc charged could not be if 
the oilier sex were not participants in it. 
It 
is unjust ami unfair that of the parties to the 
offense one should be required to conform to 
multitudinous and grievous and burdensome 
regulations, while the other party does not 
even receive tacit recognition. 
This subject 
cannot bo rendered less a crime by human 
obligations than it Is. 
No law but the univer­ 
sal law of compensation can regulate it. My 
view* of this matter are that the word* 
“To regulate," iu the connection in which 
they appear in Hic charter, are not inconsis­ 
tent with any law of this stale, end have re­ 
ceived a construction altogether t >o broad; 
that Hie}' do not justify the passage of the ordi­ 
nance relied upon by defendant*. 
If such a 
meaning wa# uuderrtood by the City Council 
to be tbe true meaning I #jy then that the 
General Assembly exceeded their constitu­ 
tional powers when they made the grant, be­ 
cause no sucli power exist* in the constitu­ 
tion.

Wchave 
no great American past) with teeming memo­ 
ries and rich legends and half mythic heroes 
and saints to serve as the background of our 
national life.” To this we except. No great 
American past, iudecd! What docs it call 
the struggle for independence and the men 
who fought and died in it? True American 
heroes and those who deserve commemoration 
in American song, story and statue are those 
who fought and worked to givV us a country. 
Our land is a new one, but its past has fur­ 
nished great men enough, in war, statesman­ 
ship, literature and science to ti’l every park 
in the country with statues. We are a cos­ 
mopolitan nation, to be sure, bat every man 
who becomes a citizen is an American, and 
to him the men of the past most deserv­ 
ing of honor here are those whose names live 
iu'Americanhistory, and the very honor thus 
shown will be of cosmopolitan order, for have 
not the sons of every nation glorified our 
history by their deeds ?

The latest is from 
Philadelphia, where the body of a wealthy farm­ 
er, who was accidentally drowned, was finally 
traced to the dissectingroom of a medical insti­ 
tution. 
—The last recorded brutal murder in New 
York was the act of a drunken father stabbing 
two of his sons. This reverses the Walworth 
tragedy, both as regards the perpetrator and 
the extent of deliberation. 
—Cauada, free from many irregularities 
seon on this side of the line, turns out corrupt 
railway management scandals from time to 
time. Railroad subsidies and private specula­ 
tions ever seem to go hand in hand. 
— Woman’s rights advocates have been 
compassionate enough to give us all a rest 
during tho summer months to dale. Fortun­ 
ato is it that our country is or vast area and of 
comparatively new settlement; as it leaves 
many political and social questions constantly 
a waiting adjustncnt. and thus forbids any'one 
of them,save very seldom,from becoming a gen­ 
eral hobby. Hence is it that much indefinite 
agitation of woman’s rightsism can be ex­ 
pected. 
— The salvation of this country from a rot­ 
ten state of official corruption and the selfish 
greed of vast private monopolies must come 
from that largely growing class of sensible, 
uubought, independent, voters. This fact be­ 
coming more and more appareut, the press, 
that expouent of public semimcut in a repub­ 
lic, finds that to retain influence it must also 
become broadly independent. The da^- of the 
party-hack journals has about fled, and soon 
none will he so poor as to do them reverence. 
This ushers in an auspicious era; for of all 
dirt eating, grovelling papers commend us to 
such as squeak response to the oracled utter­ 
ances of designated party leaders. 
—It would be amneing were it not outrage­ 
ous to witness the passive manner of many 
editors, more especially of the pcnny-a-lincr 
order, in regard to the subject of railroad and 
other vast private monopolies which will soon 
be shaken up from the centre to the circum- 
feranco of this vast land. For the sake of a 
gratuitous season pass on some adjacent 
roads, which if the aforesaid editors attend to 
legitimate business can lie but very seldom 
used, they sell their manhood outright, in 
true Judas style, aud owing to a sense of obli­ 
gation remain as dumb as oystei-3 about rail­ 
road matters, save when giving the mere news 
report of some railroad accident. Out upon 
this muzzling of any part of the press, influ­ 
ential or otherwise, for a mere mess of pot­ 
tage. 
—This week and the one follow ing will about 
wind up tho annual hot weather rustication. 
Of tiie presumedly fortunate ones who hare 
obierved it how the numbers actually benefited 
will be compared with tljs many who foolishly 
allowed themselves to become really fatigued 
and injured by over eatjug, late hours and 
other dissipation at fashion's resorts. For all 
that the benefit of a change wiil have been 
had by all—ever necessary at occasional times. 
The summary for the season will most likely 
show that, with the sole exception of a few 
weeks each at Saratoga and Long Branch, the 
most money lias been made where moderate 
charges have been the rule. So mote it be 
always ! 
— Among social customs of the day that 
awaken occasional criticism may be named 
that pernicious system of bridal gifts. It is 
high time that public Bentiment should take a 
decided stand against the habit. The experi­ 
ence of many young husbands can be summed 
up in the admissions of one whoso business 
speculations were unsuccessful: “ My wife’s 
silver tea set, the bridal gift of a rich uncle, 
doomed me to financial ruin. It involved a 
hundred unexpected expenses, which, in try­ 
ing to meet, made me the bankrupt that I 
am.” His is the experience of many others, 
less wise, who do not know what is tho goblin 
of the house, working its destruction, in false 
aspirations engendered by costly bridal pres­ 
ents. 


Tour Persons Fatally Injured. 
W h e el in g, W. Va., August 24.—An acci­ 
dent occurred on the Baltimore & Ohio Rail­ 
road to-daj', four miles from Cameron, by 
which three or four German emigrants were 
fatally injured and fifteen or twenty wounded. 
The accident was caused by the spreading of 
the track, which threw the tender, express car 
and one passenger car down an embankment 
and all the coaches oil tho track. The coach 
that went over the bank,some fifteen or twenty 
feet, with some seventy or eighty men, women 
and children, turned bottom upwards. Some of

Harrison, Assistant Master Machinist, was 
also on the train and rendered valuable as­ 
sistance. A couple of surgeons were sent from 
Cameron aud as soon a3 the track was clear 
the unlucky emigrants were sent to Beilalre, 
where every comfort was supplied to them.

MEMPHIS, Augast 23.—The following dis­ 
patch ha3 just been received here; further par­ 
ticulars will be forwarded as soon a3 possible: 
H elen a, Ark., August 23.—To Agents As- 
socialed Press: Tho steamer Geo. Wolfe blew 
up at St. Francis Island about two o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Twelve persons are 
known to be lost aud fifteen wounded. 
Tho officers of the boat wera all saved ex­ 
cept the second engineer, who was on watch 
at the time of the explosion, who is mteflaj. 
All the lady passengers wero saved. 
Mr. Nelson, from Shreveport for Memphis, 
was drowued. 
A deck passenger named Dawson, with his 
wife and two children, bound for Tupelo, Miss., 
were killed. 
The cabin of the boat was blown to pieces. 
The hull may be saved. 
(Signed) G eo. Malone, Capl. of steamer. 
M emphis, August 24.—The steamer Julia 
arrived licre about 11 o'clock to-day, bringing 
most of the survivors of the George Wolfe, 
among them Capt. Henry S. Carter, her coun- 
niauder, who was considerably bruised about 
tho head and had his left leg also badly 
bruised. Capt. Carter states that a short time 
beforo tho explosion he had gone to his room 
to take a nap, leaving the mate on watch aud 
the first be knew of the accident was that he 
felt himself lifted into the air with a severe 
shock and fell with the debris on 
the lower deck. As soon as he could 
extricate himself, be glanced around aud 
saw that the forward part 
of 
the 
cabin and Texas had been blown away aft to 
the boilers and that some of the timbers had 
taken lire. IIÍ3 first thought was to extin­ 
guish the flames, which with the aid of a few 
others and the heavy rain which was falling 
at the time he soon succeeded in doing. 
In 
the meantime one of the crew who had been 
but slightly injured, seeing that the wreck had 
drifted near the shore.jumped out with a head 
line and made her fast, when it was found 
that the boat had been but little injured, ex­ 
cept as already stated. 
As soon as the fire 
was extinguished everything possible was done 
to relieve the sufferers. The captain states 
he had only ten or* twelve cabin passengers, 
only one of whom was lost—Mr. Nelson, a 
piano tuner from New York, aged about sixty 
years. Owing to the condition of Wider, the 
clerk, who was severely burned about tbo 
chest and throat, it was impossible to obtain 
a list of passengers from him and tiie books 
were all lost. 
Passengers speak in the highest terms oí tho 
condnc’ of the officers, especially of Capt. Car­ 
ter and the steward. Notwithstanding that 
the former wa3 severely injured, he was most 
active in the work of relieving others and ex­ 
tinguishing the fire. 
The following Is a list of those lost as far as 
has been ascertained; Peter Helpler, second 
engineer; Mr. WiLon, of New York; Mr. Daw­ 
son, wife and two children of Shreveport; G. 
H. White of Michigan, belonging to the Trans- 
Atlantic Circus, and seven colored rousters, 
four of whom were found and buried. 
The following are the wounded, all of whom 
reside in St. Louis except when otherwise 
stated: Captain Carter; Joseph II. Wider, 
clerk, severely, on the head and chest; 
James Donahue, 
pilot, loft leg badly 
sprained: John Conalian, bruised about 
the head; Cole Boren, pilot, slightly in the 
head and body; John Courson, engineer, right 
shoulder sprained; McCarthy,bar-keeper, 
slightly bruised and scalded; Herman Ma- 
liafley, steward, slightly; James Smith, third 
cook, left arm and foot scalded; Mrs. Frisbio, 
Shreveport, cut in the light side and her 
daughter Lena’s ankle sprained. The engi­ 
neer states that 'Helper, the second engineer, 
who was on duly at the time of the explosion, 
was one of the most reliable aud competent 
men he ever saw, and can give 110 theory 
as to the cause of the explosion. The last 
seen of Helper was by the carpenter, who 
saw him try tiie gauge and just as lie put 
down the stick the explosion occurred, 
The persons on shore who saw the explosion 
state that bodies and fragments of limber 
were blown sixty feet into the air. Cap­ 
tain Carter and the survivors speak in 
warm terms of the assistance rendered by the 
officers of the G. O. Check aud Julia in re­ 
lieving their wants. Second Clerk Edward 
Black, Mate Henry Bush and the steward were 
left in charge of the wreck. The other? left 
for St. Louis 011 the Julia. 


CONFEAGRATION IN BELFA ST, TIE. 
One Hundred and Twenty-Five Build- 
In gs Burned. 
B elfast, Me., August 24.—Fire broke out 
here this afternoon, a strong gale blowing at 
the time from the north. It commenced in 
Dennett’s sail loft, north of R. Sibley A Bro.’s 
wharf, and spread with fearful Tapidity along 
the wharves as far as Carter’s shipyard and 
marine railwaj’, crossing Union street and ex­ 
tending to High street, consuming at the 
buildings, in a southerly course as far as the 
house of E. K. Boyle, 011 High street, where 
the fire was stayed. Over 125 buildings were 
destroyed, mostly of wood, The whole loss, 
as near as it can be estimated to-night, is 
nearly §500,000. Excepting two steamboat 
wharves with a single exception all the promi­ 
nent wharf buildings arc burned. Among the 
principal buildings destroyed arc those of R. 
Sibley & Son ¡Pitcher & Gorham ;J.W.Frederick 
&Co.; IV. B. Sevane&Co.; Daniel Lane; Bel­ 
fast fouudry; IV. Pitcher A Son; five houses 
of Carter; H. Coe's shipyard,with one or more 
vessels on the stocks; Mr. Cooper’s lumber 
yard; Matthews A Co.’s sash and blind facto­ 
ry; C. R. Thomas’ sail loft, D. W. Dyer A 
Co.’s marine rail.vay. 
On High street tho 
valuable house of James Gilmore, the Joseash 
Favcar house, the Carter house, the Frothing» 
ham house and the houses of Messrs. E. IV. 
Stephenson, D. W. Oykor, Asa Fauuco and E. 
K. Boyle were destroyed. At least 130 fami­ 
lies wero rendered homeless. A large number 
of persons removed their furniture, among 
them Mr. W. Burrill, Mr. T. Thorndike and 
many other? 011 Church street. 


S T . LOU IS ’ P E C U L IA R IN S T IT I S IO N . 
D e c isio n o n th e S o c ia l E v il L a w . 
St. Louis, August 23.- Judge Calvin of the 
Court of Criminal Correction to-day rendered 
a decision in the case of W. G. Eleat against 
Kate Clark for keeping a disreputable house, 
which was argued on last Saturday and in 
which was involved the question of the con­ 
stitutionality of the social evil ordinance, now 
in force here. Tiie Judge decides that the 
provisions of this ordinance are diametrically 
opposed to tho state law under which this 
prosecution is had and that the amendment 
to the city charter permitting the City Council 
to regulate prostitution was a special act ap- 
I lying only to St. Louis aud therefore uncon­ 
stitutional, inasmuch as that instrument pro­ 
vides that the General Assembly shall pass no 
special law in any case in which pro­ 
vision could be made by a general law. 
The Judge says further: It is a special law 
In its application to but one sox and not to 
both sexes. In this it is against the spirit of 
the bill; of right the law should operate uni­ 
formly. The offense charged could not be if 
the other sex were not participants in it. It 
is unjust and unfair that of the parties to the 
oftensc one should be required to conform to 
multitudinous and grievous and burdensome 
regulations, while the other party does not 
even receive tacit recognition. This subject 
cannot be rendered le3S a crime by human 
obligations than it is. No law but the univer­ 
sal law of compensation can regulate it. My 
views of this matter are that the words 
“To regulate,” iu the connection in which 
they appear in the charter, are not inconsis­ 
tent with any law of this stale, and have re­ 
ceived a construction altogether too broad; 
that they do not justify the passage of tho ordi­ 
nance relied upon by defendants. If such 
meaning was understood by the City Council 
to bo the true meaning 1 say then that the 
General Assembly exceeded their coustitu 
tional powers when they made the grant, be­ 
cause 110 such power exists in the constitu­ 
tion.Clark was fined §100 aud Lizzie S&ville, 
who was also a defendant in the case, in tiie 
same amount. A motion for a new trial was 
refused. A11 appeal will be made to the ¡su­ 
preme Court.

The People of the Slate o f N ew York, repre­ 
sented in »’ enate and A ssem bly, do enact as fo l­ 
lows: 
S e c t io n 1. Tho question whether the offices 
»f chief judgo and associato judgo of the court 
of appeals, the justices of the supreme court, 
the judges of the superior court of the city of 
New York, of the court of common pleas of tho 
city and county of New York, of the superior 
court of Buffalo, of the city court of Brooklyn, 
and the county judge of the several counties of 
this State, shall hereafter be filled by appoint­ 
ment, shall be submitted to tho electors of this 
State, at,tlie general election to bo held on the 
Tuosday sucoeeding the first Monday of Novem­ 
ber next, as provided in section seventeen of ar­ 
ticle six of the constitution of this State, in the 
manner hereinafter mentioned. 
§ 2. The inspectors o: election in each elec­ 
tion district in the Stato sliaJl provido two 
boxes, in which they shall deposit the ballots of 
the electors upon the question whether the 
judges and justices ot the several courts named 
in the first section of this act shall hereafter be 
filled by appointment. One of said boxes shall 
be labeled ‘‘appointment or election of the chief 
judge and associate judges of the court of ap­ 
peals and of justices of the supreme court.” The 
other one Bhall bo labeled “appointment or elec­ 
tion of judges of city acd county courts.” Each 
citizen entitled to vote at such election may vote

ballots shall bo deposited in the box labeled “ap­ 
pointment or election of the judges of the city 
and couuty courts.” 
§ 8. The inspectors of election m each elec­ 
tion district, after the closing of the polls of 
such election, shall count and canvass separate­ 
ly the ballots deposited in each of the said boxes 
iii tlie manner prescribed by law in reference to 
other elections, aud shall ascertain tho whole 
number of ballots upon each of tho questions to 
bo submitted as aforesaid. The inspectors, af­ 
ter having so counted said ballots, shall set 
down in writing the wholo number of such bal­ 
lots upon each question, aud the whole number 
for and against each of tho saul questions, and 
shall certify and make return of tlie said seve­ 
ral votos in tho same maimer as proscribed by 
law in reference to otlitr ballots at a general 
election. 
5 I. The votes so given shall be canvassed by 
the suvoral boards of county canvassers at tie 
next^neoting thereof after such election, and 
tho aggregate results in tho several c unties 
shall be canvassed and certified by the board of 
Stato canvassers. Tho existing laws in refer­ 
ence to a general election shall in all respects 
so far as applicable, apply to anil regulate the 
proceedings and duties of the said board of 
county and State canvassers, aud of the county 
clerks anu secretary of State. From the state 
uients made to the board of Stato canvassers it 
shall determino whether a majority of the votes 
upon tlie questions submitted to tho electors of 
the Stato, as herein provided, bo in the affirma­ 
tive or negative. The said board shall make a 
certificate of Biich determination and shall de­ 
liver tlie same to the secretary of Stato, who 
shall filo the samo in his officq. 
§ S. If a majority of all the ballots indorsed 
“Appointment or election of chiof judge and as­ 
sociate judges of tlie court of appeals and of 
justices of tlie supremo court” shall be in the' af­ 
firmative, then the said officers shall not after 
said election bo elective, but, as vacancies occur, 
they shall be filled by appointment by the gov­ 
ernor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, or if the senate be not in session, by the 
governor ; but in such case he shall nominate to 
the senate vvlion next convened.aud such appoint­ 
ment by the governor alone shall expire aftlio 
end of that session ; hut if tho majori-y of said 
ballots so endorsed be in the negative, then tlie 
said officers shall bo elective, as heretofore. If 
a majority of the ballots indorsed “Appoint­

8 5. The assembly shall consist of one hundred and 
twenty-eight members elected for one year. The 
members of assembly sball be apportioned among 
the several counties of tho state, by the legislature, 
as nearly as may be, according to the number of their 
respective inhabitants, excluding aliens, aud shall be 
chosen by single districts. The assembly districts

Providing for bonding bridges, and chartering 
companies tor sucfi purposes, except 011 the Hud­ 
son river below W aterford, and on the East river, 
or over the w aters forming a part of the bounda­ 
ries of the state.

Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, two, four, eight and nine of article four of the 
constitution be am ended so as to read us follows : 
S ection 1. The executive power shall lie vested 
in a governor who shall hold his office for three 
y ears; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
same time, and for tne sam e term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected next preceding the 
time when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term for which they w ere elected. 
5 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a/'itizen of 
the United States, of the age not less tnan ttiirtv 
years, and who shall have been five years, next pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state. 
4 4. The governor shall be commander-in-chief of 
the military and naval forces of the state. He shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the sen- 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. At ex trao r­ 
dinary sessions 110 subject Bhall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as the governor may recommend for con­ 
sideration. 
He shall com municate by message to 
the legislature at every session the condition of tlie 
state, and recom m end such m atters to them as he 
shall judge expedient. He shall transact ail noees- 
sary business with the offlcersof governm ent, civil 
and lnllit ary. 
He shall expedite all such measures 
as may he resolved upon by the legislature, and 
shall take care th at the laws are faithfully executed.

{ 9. Every bill w hich shall have passed the sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the g o v ern o r; if he approve, he slmll 
sign it; but if not, he shall return it with his objec­ 
tions to the house In w hich it shall have originated, 
y\liich shall enter th e objections at large 011 the 
journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
such reconsideration, tw o-thirds of the members 
elected to that house shall agrco to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent together w ith the objections to the oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise tie reconsidered; 
and if approved by tw o-thirds of the mem bers elect­ 
ed to tluit house, it. shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of flic governor. In all 
such cases, the votes in both houses shall be deter­ 
mined by yeas and nays, and the names of the m em ­ 
bers voting shall be entered on the journal of each 
house respectively. 
If any bill shall not be retu rn ­ 
ed by the governor w ithin ten days (Sundays ex ­ 
cepted) after it shall have been presented to lilm, 
the same shall be a law in like m anner as if he had 
signed it, unless the legislature shall, by their ad­ 
journm ent, prevent Hs return ; iu which case it 
shall not become a law w ithout the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournm ent of tlie legislature unless approved liy 
the governor w ithin thirty days after such adjourn­ 
ment. 
if any bill presented to tlie governor con­ 
tain several item s of appropriations of money, he 
may object to 011c or more of such items, while ap­ 
proving of the oilier portion of the bill. In such 
case, lie shall append'to the bill, at the time of sign­ 
ing 11, astatem ent of the items to which lie objects; 
and the appropriation so objected to shall not tak 
ell eel. II the legislature be in session, lie shall 
transm it to the house in which the bill originated a 
copy of sueli statem en t, and the items objected to 
sliai 1 lie separately reconsidered. If, 011 reconstd 
eration, one or inure of such items be approved by 
two-tliirds of the m em bers elected to each House, 
the same shall be part of tlie law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of th e govetnor. All the provisions 
of this section, 111 relation to bills not approved bv 
the governor, shall apply in cases in w hich lie sliail 
withhold his approval from any item or items con­ 
tained in a bill appropriating money. 
Resolved, (if Hie assembly concur). That the fore­ 
going am endm ent be referred to the legislature to 
be chosen at the next general election of senators, 
and that, in conform ity to section one of article 
thirteen of the constitution, it be published for 
three m onths previous to the time of such election,
